A Commission For Wide 
Investigation. 


Sir Hugh Bell, President of the 
National Association of Mer. 
chants and Manufacturers, bas 
addressed the following letter to 
the Times: 


"In a letter to the Prime Minis. 

ter the Credits and Currency 
Committee of the Federation of 
Britisb Industries urges the ap- 
pointment of another Commissian 
to reconsider the currency policy 
of the country in the light of 
recent events. The resolution 
which this Committee passed was 
as follaws -—— 


That the Credits and Currency 


Committee _of the Federation 
ie 
a 


Committee .on Currency and 
Foreign Exchanges after the 
War, presided over by the iste 
Lord Cunliffe, in order to re- 
consider tha currency in the light 
of recentevents. This Commission 
should contain representa ives 
cotonly of industry ané com- 
merce, but also of Labour. sa rhat 
tho effec: of any policy on trade 
and employment may be fully 
considered. 

In transmitting this resolution 
to the Prime Minister, the Chair- 
moan of the Federation of British 
Indastries mentioned four points 
in illustration of the radical 
change whicb, he maintains, bas 
teken placa trom .the circam- 
stances which existed or which 
could have been foreseen at the 
date of the Cunliffe Committee's 
Report. 

If such a Commission - were 
appointed, the National Associa- 
tion of Merchants and Manu- 


mission was appointed— 

To consider the varios prob- 
lems which will arise’ in con- 
bexion with currency and the 
‘orsign exchanges during the 
period of reconstruction’ and 
Teport upon the steps required to 
bring about the restoration of 
normal corditions in due course, 
and to consider the working of 
the Bank Act, 1844, snd the con- 


Tf a pew Commission is ap 
pointed, its purpose should be— - 


To considar the grave economic 
sod financial condition of thr 
country and the steps demanded 
to restore trade, to obviate un- 
employment, to reduce the bur- 
den of taxation, to raise the pound 
asspeedily as may be to its full 
gold. value, aod .to restore the 
nation’s credit both at home and 
abroad. © 


The need for such a reference 
is obvious. The Government's 
revenue is falling behind the 
Government's expenditure, credit

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A FEW MORE THOUGHTS ON CHILD LABOUR. 


In our Friday's issue we noticed some of the outstand- 
ing features of the report presented by the commission on 
child labour, from which a sufficiently vivid impression of 
the existing conditions will have been obtained. It should 
be observed: too. that the report is based upon Inspection 
ofthe chief works and factories, so that the conditions 
presumably represent not the worst but the best. Ar 
- the eircumstances that call for notice may be mentione 
the contentions that the children go to work voluntarily, 
cand that it is necessary for them to do so in order to live. 
Evidently these arguments, at any rate the latter one. do 
not satisfy the commissioners. whose recommendations. it 
D view the ultimate abolition of 
child labour.. As to the cbildrett going to work voluntarily, 
it is feastble that this is true at the start, just as the 
British boy is proud of making a beginning in the world. 
Farther, although it is the custom for them to hand over 
earnings. it may be thatthe parents give the children a 
cent or two. There is room for scepticism as to whether 
the children relish working seventy or more hours a week

THE RUSSIAN VOLUNTEER FLEET, 
The Commissariat of Foreign 
Affairs at Moscow sddressed 
soree time ago the following cir- 
cular to all governments: “From 
numerons sources of information 
it 13 koown that a considerable 
number of Russian merchant 
ships are at present in the bands 
of foreign governments, These 
ahips which belong to the Bas-ian 
Volunteer’ Fleet and various 
Russian joint stock companies 
are now in various foreiga bar- 
bours. Soma are lying idle,in 
the barbours of southern France 
and are the object of various 
trinsactions in which they are 
continually changing owners. 
Ths directora of the Russian 
Volunteer Fleet, The Russian 
Steamship Company and other 
navigation companies dispose of 
these ships for their persénat 
interests, do with them what they 
please, and let them pass under 
forrign flags. entirely forgetting 
tha: they are the property of the 
Russian pzople and do not belouk 
to this or that board, of directors. 
Certain countries as well as 
certain’ authorities sapport the 
persons in these transactions who 
illegally claim to have full powers 
from the Russian people. In 
drawing the attention of the gov- 
mments which have takes 
possession of Russian ships or 
their citizens who have sack ships . 
withont an agreement with the 
\tegal authorities, the Rassian 
‘|Governm-nt declares that these 
sinps are part. of tha Rassiaa 
-netchant fleet and are the pro- 
perty of Rassian people.”
